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Missing Person 
Search in Progress for Rochester Man 

At press time, a multi-agency search effort has 
been organized for a missing 73-year-old man in the 
Town of Rochester. Clayton Morgan of 451 Neck Road in 
Rochester was last seen near his home by a neighbor at 
about 10:30 am Monday morning (April 4). Late Monday 
evening, his brother was unable to locate him at his home 
and notified Rochester Police. 

An ensuing search by Rochester Police and Fire 
personnel was curtailed by darkness and resumed early 
Tuesday morning. At the request of the Rochester Police, 
Massachusetts State Police Search and Recovery 
Specialists were called to the area early Tuesday morning 
to coordinate an expanded search of the area near Mr.

Morgan's home. In addition to six Rochester police 
officers and fifteen Rochester firefighters, State Police have 
assigned five search dogs and handlers, along with about 
ten troopers under the command of a State Police 
Lieutenant, who will coordinate the overall search effort. 

By mid-day on Tuesday, April 3, the multi-agency 
search effort for Mr. Morgan had extended into parts of 
southern Lakeville and Middleboro. However, search 
officials continued to report no progress in locating the 73- 
year-old Rochester man. 

Earlier in the day State Police, along with 
Rochester Fire and Police personnel, were joined by search 
specialists from the Massachusetts Environmental Police,

The Mattapoisett Fire Department assisted 
with 62 pump outs; members of the Water /Sewer 
Department put in additional hours working to make sure 
flooding didn't create problems with the town's sewer 
system and keeping the storm drains clear and flowing;

Andrews felt he needed to defend the collective actions of 
the three-member board regarding past budgetary 
practices, the so-called "paramedic plan" for the town, 
and the leadership efforts of Fire Chief Ronald Scott and 
Police Chief Mary Lyons. 

"State Law controls the town's budgetary 
process," Selectman Andrews read from a prepared 
statement. "Each and every dollar that is spent is done so 
with the approval of the voters at Town Meeting, and in 
some cases the ballot box as well. Mr. Goodman's claim 
that our FY 00 budget increased 32 percent in comparison 
to previous years is inclusive of all betterments ... the 
$17.5 million reflects total town appropriation, not total town 
spending. " 

Selectman Andrews noted that the actual 
budgetary increases (less betterments) were as follows: FY 
97 - $9,098,907; FY 98 - $9,838,543 (8.1 percent increase); 
FY 99 - $10,215,611 (3.8 percent increase); FY 00 - 
$10,942,923 (7.1 percent increase); FY 01 - $11,633,584 (6.3 
percent increase). 

Another bone of contention was the suggestion 
that Mattapoisett's paramedic service should be modeled 
on the Maryland State Police. "I am the Selectman who at 
Town Meeting last year stated that the premier paramedic 
model in the country was the Maryland State Police 
Helicopter Service," Mr. Andrews said. "I never wanted to 
model Mattapoisett paramedic service after the Maryland 
State Police, but was answering a charge that only the Fire 
Department should provide Paramedic Service. In the

case of Mattapoisett, a Fire Department-based paramedic 
service is not the best route for our town to follow." 

Selectman Andrews stressed that a paramedic 
service run by the Mattapoisett Fire Department would 
lead to the need for a full-time Fire Department. "Our 
current EMS needs are being met in a professional and 
cost-effective manner with our present system of police- 
based EMS /Basic Life Support (BLS)," he said. "We will 
soon elevate that to an Advanced Life Support (ALS) 
service. At this time in Mattapoisett, I personally believe 
... that we are best-served with the present Call Volunteer 
Fire Department. I have the utmost faith and trust in (Fire) 
Chief (Ronald) Scott and his department to do the job that 
they are presently assigned to do and carry (it) out in a 
most professional manner. 

"Likewise, I have the utmost faith and confidence 
in (Police) Chief (Mary) Lyons and the Police Department 
to run our present EMS Service, which we will upgrade to 
the Advance Life Supports level (Paramedic). The town 
will have available on a 24/7 basis a Paramedic to 
support the EMTs on every shift. Mr. Goodman's claim 
that the paramedic training lags far behind Fairhaven's is 
just not true. Based upon our training and staffing 
schedule with the SouthCoast Hospital Group, we should 
have Paramedics on the streets in Mattapoisett by January 
2002." 

Lastly, Selectman Andrews addressed the 
ongoing Fire Department staffing needs (especially 
during daytime hours) by suggesting members of the

Highway and Water /Sewer Departments be "cross 
trained" to be available during the day. "I accept 
responsibility for not pushing that issue with my fellow 
Fire Engineers and the Fire Chief," he said. "Let's not 
forget that at that fatal fire, the first two people at the 
scene were Police Officers whom the American Red Cross 
failed to recognize in their 'Real Heroes Award.' As a 
Selectman, Public Safety Commissioner, and Fire 
Engineer, I stand by my record of service to the residents 
of the Town of Mattapoisett."

Mattapoisett Annual Town Election

Abetter-than-usual 1,709 registered voters (38 
percent) went to the polls on Tuesday, April 3 to decide a 
couple of contested and several uncontested races in the 
Town of Mattapoisett. Board of Selectmen incumbent 
Barry J. Denham readily secured a second three-year term 
by defeating first-time contender Daniel Goodman Sr. by 
a two-to-one margin. Mr. Denham received 1,147 votes to 
Mr. Goodman's 532. 

Despite the defeat, Mr. Goodman remained 
positive about having run what he deemed an honest 
campaign. "I'm very proud to have run a clean campaign, 
an honest campaign, and a factual campaign," Mr. 
Goodman said immediately after learning the results at 
Old Hammondtown School Tuesday night. "It was an 
absolute pleasure doing this ... talking and meeting the 
residents of Mattapoisett." 

Mr. Goodman felt his defeat could be directly 
attributed to a "smear campaign" waged against him in

toward the town tennis courts. After meeting with 
architect William Saltonstall, Mr. Fuller said a 36-foot 
extension along the 75-foot width of the library would 
meet the town's needs for the foreseeable future. 

As such, this would require the relocation of the 
tennis courts and Mr. Fuller wanted to know their status 
with relation to the ongoing Sippican School Building 
Project. 

"We're looking at the possibility of moving the 
tennis courts right now," Chairman Winters said. 
"Unfortunately, I don't think the (Sippican School 
Building) Committee can make a decision regarding the 
tennis courts right now." 

Chairman Winters went on to say that the tennis 
courts were included as a so-called "add / alternate" to the 
Sippican School Building Project. In other words, they 
would only be renovated if funding was available — they 
weren't a priority item under the school package. At this 
point, it would appear that the school is going to use up 
the $1 million contingency funding allocated and 
Chairman Winters was not comfortable "going back to 
ask the town for more money to finish Sippican School." 

"Moving the tennis courts is probably more easily 
done than (moving) the library," agreed Finance 
Committee (FinCom) Chairman Lee Hayes. "We can leave 
the tennis courts the way they are now and not do 
anything until a decision on the library is made." 

The board agreed that the tennis court

renovations would only be done if money was available 
from the existing Sippican School Building Project budget. 
This would "buy them time" to determine how the library 
project would progress. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Met with Lee Bulgaris of the Littleneck Senior 
Housing Study Committee to discuss possible options for 
future expansion of the facility. Mr. Bulgaris and his 
committee made four potential recommendations: (1) 
retain the current community building and farm house 
and add about 20 new units, approximately 750-square- 
feet each; (2) remove the community center, retain the 
farm house, and add about 22 new units; (3) remove both 
the community center and farm house and expand by 24 
units; or (4) add only 12 to 14 larger units and retain the 
farm house and community building. 

Mr. Bulgaris said his committee favored the 
second option, but that was the most costly of the four at 
an estimated $2.41 million — option 1 would cost $1,833 
million; option 3: $2.32 million; and option 4: $1,257

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

April 2, 2001

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectman was called to order by Chairwoman Naida 
Parker on Monday April 2, 2001 at 7:00 pm. Also present 
were Selectman Richard Cutler, Selectman Patricia Ryan, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
March 26, 2001 meeting, the board met with Police Chief 
William C. Przybylek. First, Chief Przybylek wanted to 
formally introduce the recently-appointed Police Officer, 
Sean McAssey, who will serve as a full-time officer in 
Rochester. Next, the Chief recommended commendations 
to Patrol Officer Robert Small and to Dispatcher Melissa 
Trahan, both of whom were recently involved in a 
potentially-dangerous situation at a Rochester home. 

On Sunday, March 4, 2001 Dispatcher Trahan 
received a 911-telephone call from a woman reporting a 
domestic disturbance at her home. The caller reported 
that she, her two small children and her mother were in 
her mother's home when her brother arrived at the house 
in an intoxicated condition. A domestic disturbance 
subsequently ensued between the 27-year-old man and 
his mother. The situation escalated quickly when the man 
was discovered to have a gun. Dispatcher Trahan 
dispatched Patrol Officer Robert Small to the home as

well as Patrol Officer Donald Kemmett as a backup 
officer. 

Officer Small arrived at the home and secured the 
area, blocking the vehicles in the driveway and checking 
the exterior of the house.

holster, he pulled out his canister of pepper spray and 
spayed the subject in the face. Officer Kemmett, who was 
present at this point, joined them in the struggle, and the 
two officers eventually managed to subdue the six-foot- 
two, 325-pound man, and handcuff him. 

The man was taken to Wareham Police 
Department for booking and detention and subsequently 
voluntarily committed to Bridgewater State Hospital for a 
thirty-day observation period. After completing his stay 
at the hospital, he will be arraigned on several charges 
including Assault with a Deadly Weapon, Resisting Arrest 
and Disorderly Conduct. 

"\ am extremely proud of the manner in which 
Officer Small handled this highly stressful situation, 
which easily could have ended tragically for the subject or 
Officer Small himself," Chief Przybylek said. "It is my 
opinion that Officer Small was fully authorized to use 
deadly force against the subject. However, even in the face 
of potentially drawing gunfire from an armed adversary, 
he exercised outstanding discretion and restraint in 
bringing this potentially lethal situation to a peaceful 
conclusion." 

Chief Przybylek was also pleased with the 
manner in which Dispatcher Trahan handled the 
emergency telephone call. "Throughout the time she 
handled the call, Dispatcher Trahan calmly and 
competently maintained contact with the terrified

constant radio contact with Rochester Police Officers, 
requested additional officers from three other police 
agencies, and dispatched emergency medical personnel 
from Rochester Fire Department."

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million in 2001, making this an 11 percent increase. He 
offered a run-down of specific departments in which the 
budgets have increased, as most departments have 
submitted budget requests. 

The school budgets have increased most 
dramatically, reaching an estimate of a $700,000 increase 
over last year. "The schools are leading the charge of the 
budget increase," he said. Rochester Memorial School 
requested a substantial budget increase of over $150,000 
over last year. The Old Rochester Regional School District 
has also requested a $250,000 increase over last year 
which is up 7.5 percent.

requests sound "reasonable, but are they affordable?" 
There are plans for more meeting between FinCom and 
the School Committee to get these numbers down. 

The Police Department has made a budget 
request of $628,000, as opposed to the current budget of 
$510,000. The department requested two new cruisers, but 
will only be allotted one new cruiser. In addition, there 
the request for the allotment for the salary of an 
additional full time officer, as well as overtime funds to 
allow two patrolmen to serve per shift. The new police 
facility and its operational costs will also factor into the 
new budget. The Trash Contract has increased from 
$56,000 last year to $86,000 this year. The library has 
requested a budget increase up 18 percent from last year 
due mainly to expanded services and more hours for their 
employees. 

A General Wage Increase of 3 percent has been 
factored into the budget for town employees as well as 
elected officials. Salaries for new positions such as a 
Conservation Assistant and Town Planner were added 
into the budget. 

Free Cash has an availability of $762,000, while 
the Stabilization Fund has approximately $1.1 million, 
which the committee wants to see remain intact. Capital 
Plan projects include several possibilities, some of which 
are important and probable, while some are simply not 
possible to attain this year. 

Some of the budget recommendations are as 

follows: 

• COA building at a cost of $150,000 to $200,000. 

• Landfill /Methane Barrier at a cost of $120,000 
to $150,000. "This has to be done," said Chairman Parker. 

• An ambulance at a cost of $180,000. 

• One police cruiser, in addition to the one that 
has already been allotted into the Police Department 
budget. This cruiser is likely to be declined at Town

• The Highway Department has indicated the 
need for and requested a tractor for the ball fields, a waste 
oil furnace, and a loader. The current loader is 15 years 
old, but the cost of a new one is $120,000. This request is 
likely to be denied. They also request funds for road 
maintenance. 

• Mary's Pond Beach has requested a sum of 
$120,000 to finish the beach. The FinCom has yet to meet 
with them, however, they feel it is unlikely that they will 
be able to allocate this money. 

These possible expenditures add up to $700,000, 
so it is necessary for more discussion to take place to 
determine which are most important to the town.

our property would threaten the safety of our campers. 

The Mattapoisett Bike Path Committee's proposal for 
Phase 3 of the Bike Path is to stay along the railroad and sewer 
right of way, a brush overgrown strip between the major lots of 
the Y's properties. The path will be in a fenced and gated "cattle 
run," with a bridge over the children's walking path offering 
seven feet (7') vertical clearance for the children while not 
exceeding handicap accessible slopes on the bike path. This 
proposal would provide a direct and affordable route with 
straight-line visibility, providing a greater degree of safety than 
offered by the rest of the camp boundaries. The Y does not 
choose to tell you of this proposal. It is not on their agenda. 

The YMCA alternative would indeed provide a 
beautiful view, somewhat different than seen as you cross the 
Mattapoisett River on the existing (former railroad) causeway 
and bridge. It would require building a temporary construction 
road through 600' of tidal salt marsh. The road must be capable 
of supporting a crane / pile driver, wide enough to allow trucks 
to pass each other while bringing in workers, fuel, services for 
the machinery, 136 timber piles and all the heavy wood for a 
bridge, and possibly evacuate all this material for moon tides. It 
would also cost between $1 and $2 million for construction of 
the bridge and the proposed path along the edge of the 
Reservation Golf Course, and down a very narrow Reservation 
Road. This amount is more than the State has budgeted and 
appropriated for the entire four-mile bike path. One more 
concern is future maintenance. Timber is not immortal, and it 
might take a helicopter or a resurrected marsh road to repair this 
bridge in the future. 

The third alternative mentioned: Neck Road to Route 6, 
Route 6 to the Village was examined by VHB Engineering and 
members of the Bike Path Committee and found wanting. 
Wanting for a healthy atmosphere for exercise (carbon monoxide 
is not considered to be a beneficial gas), wanting for room to 
build a safe path both on Neck Road and the shoulders of Route 
6 using Massachusetts Highway standards, (necessary, as they 
control the funding). Drive by and see the lack of shoulders and 
right of way on Neck Road, and the Mattapoisett River Bridge. 
Look at the properties along Route 6, a federal highway with 
high speed traffic entering wide driveways, and houses that

could find a bike path on their front porch. After you tackle all 
these issues, you may appreciate that the town couldn't consider 
this route for the incredible safety problems. 

As a courtesy to the YMCA, the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
Committee filed the ENF (Environmental Notification Form) 
with the DEP (Department of Environmental Protection) early in 
March, including the Y's alternative plan to be evaluated on an 
equal basis with the Bike Path Committee's original plan. 

As a courtesy to the Mattapoisett Bike Path Committee, 
the YMCA has chosen to strengthen their stance by soliciting a 
flawed opinion poll based on furnishing misinformation to all 
their supporters. 

Several "program participant" parents came to us 
during spring and summer 2000 and told of scare meetings in

FERRETS 

I am thinking about getting a pet ferret. Will a ferret get 
along with my child and dog? 
Ferrets and dogs usually get along fine. Ferrets 
should not be left alone with small children as these 
animals seem to be attracted to fats in kid's skin and 
may bite. 

Do ferrets require special care? 

A home must be "ferret proofed" to avoid escape and 
ingestion of rubber and plastic items. Ferrets should 
eat ferret food or a premium quality dry kitten food. 

What routine veterinary care do ferrets require? 
Ferrets are very susceptable to canine distemper and 
require annual vaccinations for this disease as well as 
for rabies. Ferrets older than 3 years old frequently 
develop cancer of the adrenal glands, pancreas and 
lymphatic system.

"This is a tremendous honor for myself and those 
involved in the making of Race for it to be shown back-to- 
back with Steven Spielberg's masterpiece," said writer- 
director Lestage. "His is such an incredibly important film 
for our time and, indeed, all time. Race tells a much 
smaller story but an equally important one. 

"It focuses on one innocent victim of the 
Holocaust and asks: 'How could a survivor of such 
horrors choose to continue to live, love and have faith in 
people after witnessing such inhumanity?' So much can 
be learned from the survivors of the Holocaust — so 
much must never be forgotten." 

The twenty-minute 16mm film features 
outstanding debut performances from local actors 
including Jay Catelli of Dartmouth, David Jenney of 
Mattapoisett, and Scott Brooks and Ken Vincent, also of 
Dartmouth. The film took first-place honors at the 1997 
Judah H. Magnes Museum's Jewish Film /Video Festival 
in Berkley, CA and has had screenings nationwide. 
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Locally, Race has also been shown in area high schools to 
supplement their respective Hate Awareness and 
Religious /Social Tolerance Programs. 

Mr. Lestage, a New Bedford native and 
Mattapoisett resident, works professionally in film and 
television production. Race was the first of several films 
he has planned to shoot within the SouthCoast area. He is 
currently in pre-production with his first feature film, 
Clam Chowder.

Spy Kids. Starring Antonio Banderas, Carla Gugino, Alexa 
Vera, and Daryl Sahara. Directedby Robert Rodriguez. Running 
time: 93 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Even in his gun-heavy films for grown-ups — El Mariachi, 
Desperado, From Dusk Till Dawn — Robert Rodriguez has always had 
an infectious, childlike sense of play . (It was missing from his competent 
but undistinguished The Faculty, where he was essentially a hired 
gun.) It would seem natural, then, to turn him loose on a kiddie 
adventure and give him money for lavish, surreal sets and special 
effects. Spy Kids, which Rodriguez wrote, directed, and edited, plays 
like the pilot episode for a smarter-than-average Saturday-morning 
kids' show that you always read good things about but always 
somehow forget to catch. It's considerably colorful and entertaining 
while it spins in front of you; it's also almost immediately forgettable. 

That may be by design, though. Rodriguez knows kids (he has 
three of them), and he knows that kids love repetition. Spy Kids is the 
sort of light comedic caper kids will want to watch over and over, with 
lots of eye-catching weird stuff, like robots made entirely out of 
thumbs or an evil lair with a jigsaw-puzzle motif out of Dali. Adults 
may respond gratefully, in that the movie — unlike the majority of 
crap shovelled at kids — is far from stupid, it's energetically crafted, 
it prizes brains and bravery over brawn and force, and it's not 
weighed down by winking pop-culture references that are meant to 
keep parents from yawning but usually don't. 

Adult fans of Rodriguez' other films will also be glad he's finally 
got a major hit on his hands, and he did it without selling out. Spy Kids 
feels like a Rodriguez riff through and through. The young heroes, 
Carmen (Alexa Vera) and Juni (Daryl Sahara), are not lovable wise- 
cracking urchins but regular kids whose parents (Antonio Banderas 
and Carla Gugino) just happen to be spies. When Mom and Dad are 
kidnapped by the evil genius Floop (Alan Cumming), host of a kiddie 
show that resembles Fee-wee's Playhouse more than a little, Carmen 
and Juni rush to the rescue, aided by a variety of nifty vehicles and 
gadgets. Rodriguez consistently gives his heroes the sort of immensely 
cool toys most kids would love to play with. 

In fact, for that very reason, Spy Kids often comes across as a very, 
very covert broadside at the James Bond series, which is, after all, a 
boys-with-toys-and-boytoys franchise; it's as if Rodriguez isbreaking 
the spy genre down to its essentials and finding that, when you get 




right down to it and take away the Bond girls, these movies are for kids. 
(Or at least for men who like to regress to adolescent boys for two 
hours.) Rodriguez generously makes Carmen the older, smarter one, 
and Juni the fearful one; both kids, though, get to rise to the occasion, 
as when Carmen swoops around on a jet oackpack and saves her 
brother's life, or when Juni finds a way to communicate with a 
backward-talking mutant in Floop' s dungeon. 

In general, Spy Kids is light-hearted and sometimes ingenious 
family entertainment. However ... "What's missing?" asks Floop 
when he senses that his show lacks a certain something. Spy Kids does, 
too, and I think I can pin it down: the film carries the vague insecurity 
of the beginning of a franchise (the studio has already greenlit the 
sequel). Obviously, nothing in the movie stands out as being had, but 
nothing really stands out as being amazing, either. You occasionally 
see Rodriguez pulling back, not because this is a kids' movie but 
because he wants to nand Dimension a solid start to a Spy Kids 
tentpole, without anything too outrageous or expensive. The action 
sequences go by fast and aren't given time to build excitement or 
laughs (the way that, say, Rodriguez' hilarious segment oiFour Rooms 
built one disaster atop another); there aren't any set pieces that lodge 
in your mind, just odd, funky details like a floor that seems to fall 
away but doesn't, or robotic spy kids whose eyes glow (like the kids 
in Village of the Damned), or Tony Shalhoub's quiet, witty bit of 
business as a Floop minion (he's even named Minion) who tries to sit 
in his boss's diabolical chair but can't quite get comfortable in it. 

Rodriguez seems comfortable in his own chair, though. Though 
he hasn't provided Spy Kids with any glorious moments of action- 
adventure excess reminiscent of past classics or even his own films, he 
may have begun something here. Making a film for kids, with 
intelligence and without condescension, can be a greater challenge 
than making an intense art-house drama. It'd be interesting to see 
what such directors as Spike Lee or Steven Soderbergh would do in 
the kiddie genre, now that Rodriguez has made it look cool and fun 
to follow his lead.

Never underestimate the power of cable television when it 
comes to offering an alternative resource for talented film-makers. 
And HBO continues to be a wellspring for such projects: bringing 
a personal sense of immediacy and intimacy to movies that 
would otherwise be lost in a sea of multiplex mayhem in theaters. 

The latest entry in an already-impressive slate of original 
HBO productions is the touching and poignant Wit, directed by 
Mike Nichols and starring Emma Thompson. Adapted by the 
Oscar-winning director and star from Margaret Edson's Pulitzer 
Prize-winning play, the film is a bold and relentless account of 
how a hard-as-nails 48-year-old literature professor named Vivian 
Bearing, PhD (Thompson) learns to cope with the harsh realities 
of being diagnosed with ovarian cancer and is subsequently 
subjected to the cold and impersonal regimen of eight long 
months of chemotherapy treatments. 

Dr. Bearing is a respected and witty scholar of metaphysical 
poet John Donne and — as we learn through clever flashbacks 
staged with Thompson alternately shown as her younger self and 
in her hospital nightgown looking on as a bedridden observer — 
someone who learned early on to counter adversity with wit and 
intelligence. But the drawn-out and demoralizing months of 
probing, testing, and aggressive cancer treatments wear the once- 
feared professor down and reduce her to a frightened and 
vulnerable woman ... and someone who eventually realizes and 
accepts her ultimate fate. 

It's no coincidence that Dr. Bearing's life work is devoted to 
the spiritual writings of Donne, whose classic "Death, Be Not 
Proud" serves as a kind of mantra for the movie and the professor's 
excruciating ordeal. In one of the film's most touching and 
poignant scenes, Dr. Bearing recalls an important lesson as a 
graduate student that Donne's great sonnet does not celebrate 
death with exclamation points or big, bold letters ... but rather 
understates it simply with a comma — a pause. Likewise, Dr. 
Bearing's affliction is viewed as just another sickness, especially 
by the ever-inquisitive student interns to whom she has become 
an object, a medical experiment. 

The same mentor /instructor who taught Dr. Bearing that 
important Donne lesson returns to spend a touching moment 
with the ever-sickening professor near the end and eschews the 
obligatory recitation of "Death, Be Not Proud" in favor of a quaint 
children's allegory about a lost bunny. What could have been 
forced or even silly in lesser hands becomes extremely moving 
with Mike Nichols' skilled and subtle touch. 

In the absence of hospital visits from family and friends, Dr. 
Bearing begins to confide in and trust a caring nurse who is one 
of the few people in the movie who treats the cancer-stricken 
scholar with understanding and respect. She and Thompson 
foster a mutual, easy admiration for each other and the nurse 
becomes Dr. Bearing's sole champion in the end. Even a former 
student who claimed achieving an A- from the renowned Dr. 
Bearing was a badge of honor for him has difficulty treating her 




with the same respect and 
compassion as she withers away 
from the excessive doses of 
chemotherapy in her lonely 
hospital bed — an out-of-character 
baseball cap hiding her now-bald 
scalp. 

Wit is the perfect marriage 
of writing (both Edson's play and 
the Thompson /Nichols script), 
acting and directing. Oscar- winner 
Thompson delivers a tour-de-force 
performance which consists 
mostly of first-person monologues 
told directly to the unflinching 
camera in Nichols' trademark long takes. She is perfectly cast as 
the once-overbearing and somewhat-egocentric professor and 
brings a credible and touching sense of emotion to Vivian Bearing 
as the endless hospital tests and treatments begin to take their toll. 

Nichols is in fine form here, as well, choosing to keep his 
camera fixed on Thompson (often in full-frame, extreme close- 
ups) and allowing the cold and sterile Kubrick-like hospital sets 
to dictate the tone. Even the sparse musical score (comprised 
mostly of a few classical piano motifs) is kept at a bare minimum 
so that Thompson's performance and Dr. Bearing's no-nonsense 
dialogue remain the film's paramount focus. 

Wit is perhaps one of the most daring, touching, honest and 
ultimately grim portrayals of the harsh realities cancer patients 
must endure and the indignities of undergoing chemotherapy in 
the desperate hope that it will, maybe, restore them to complete 
health. It's also a fascinating snapshot of those in the medical 
profession who deal with cancer patients day-in and day-out ... 
and how some rise to the occasion and others completely miss the 
point. Last, but not least, it is the portrait of a strong-willed 
woman trained to, as she succinctly states at one point, "read 
between the lines," who fully comprehends the subtext of her 
diagnosis from the beginning but ultimately decides to take what 
she's been told at face value ... if only as a way of creating that 
comma-like pause on her long, painful road to the inevitable.
